The surface of 
the body becomes dark and of that 
Mvlab color tbat medical men call cy- 
amaacd. Violent cramps add their tor- 
-twa. exhaustion tiecomes collapse, con 
wwlatoos or coma ensues, and death 
cmfia the agony. This torture lasts 
Aametlmea from five to twenty hours. 

In some cases these symptoms occur, 
tmt In a modified form, and tbe doctov 
will apparently get the better of the 
Maaaae.
